On November 25, 1975, the Liaison Unit of the U. S. 
Secret Service, Washington, D. C., and the Intelligence 
Division, Metropolitan Police Department, Washington, D. C., 
were notified of the contents of the above letter by the 
Washington Field Office of the FBI. 

On January 6, 1976, the FBI Laboratory advised that 
the envelope and letter addressed to Senator CHURCH were not 
identified in the Anonymous Letter File, and that nothing of 
particular significance was noted during the physical examina- 
tion of the letter which would denote the immediate source of 
this material. No legible indented handwriting was found.

On January 9, 1976, the Butte Division of the FBI 
advised that local authorities at Boise, Idaho were advised 
regarding the threatening letter received by 
Senator CHURCH. 

The office of the U. S. Secret Service, Pittsburgh, 
and the Police Department, Pittsburgh, have been advised of 
the contents of the above letter. 

On January 19, 1976, Assistant U. S. Attorney 
ALEXANDER H. LINDSAY, JR., Western District of 

Pennsylvania, Pittsburgh, was contacted in this matter. He was 
advised of the contents of the letter directed to 
Senator CHURCH and as to results of examinations conducted by 
the FBI Laboratory and FBI Identification Division. 

MR. LINDSAY advised that it was his opinion that the 
prosecutive merit of the letter does not warrant the 
extensive investigation that would be required to determine 
the author of the letter. He stated that this is especially 
true in light of the ambiguous nature of the threat.
